To  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Middlebury  College  : 

The  Treasurer  begs  to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  fiscal 
year,  ending  May  31,  19 13. 

There  appears  an  excess  of  disbursement  over  income  of  $3,100.29  * 

Items  of  equipment  for  the  Darrow  and  Eddy  houses,  rented  for 
dormitory  use,  figure  in  this  disbursement,  amounting  to  $1,539.18. 

The  net  disbursement  for  the  farm,  also  included,  amounting  to 
$775.68,  is  offset  by  stock  and  other  equipment,  charged  in  this 
account  during  the  year,  and  by  credits  received  too  late  for  this 
report.  The  farm  equipment  now  inventories  $1,750,  and  being  thus 
well  equipped  and  fitted,  it  is  believed  that  an  annual  profit  will  be 
shown  henceforth. 

The  addition  to  the  barn  on  the  Porter  farm  (Howard  lot)  was 
built  at  a  cost  of  $1,170,  which  amount  is  added  to  the  farm  capital 
account  in  real  estate. 

The  small  unsightly  tenement  house,  No.  12,  on  College  Hill,  just 
north  of  the  new  Chemistry  Building,  carried  at  $750,  has  been 
removed.  The  amount  is  charged  to  the  increased  value  of  the  land, 
so  that  its  value  still  remains  in  the  real  estate  column. 

The  small  tenement,  No.  13,  just  west  of  the  above,  was  deemed 
worthy  of  remodelling  into  a  house  for  a  Professor,  which  has  been 


completed  at  a  cost  of  #1,300,  this  amount  being  added  to  the  value  of 
the  real  estate. 

The  "  Halls  for  Women  ", — Battell  Cottage  and  Pearsons  Hall, — 
show  a  credit  balance  to  date  of  #4,394.79.  At  the  end  of  the  opera- 
tions for  the  year,  a  surplus  for  application  to  the  Battell  Cottage  Sink- 
ing Fund  may  be  expected  approximating  $3,000.  The  surplus  last 
year  was  $1,048.91, — carried  to  the  sinking  fund  during  the  fiscal  year 
just  closed. 

By  the  introduction  of  the  General  Education  Board  Fund  of 
#100,000  into  the  Trust  Funds,  as  shown  in  the  Profit  and  Loss  Account, 
the  net  increase  in  the  Capital  Investment  Account  is  $61,218.56. 

The  Barnum  legacy  has  not  yet  been  paid.  Its  payment  is  now 
awaiting  the  settlement  of  the  executor's  and  attorney's  fees,  whose 
demands  are  unreasonable.  It  appears  that  the  College  will  receive 
from  the  estate  in  any  event  over  $27,000. 

All  interest  is  paid  to  date.
